The paper lining was held 
in place during the process of filling 
by the use of clothes pins. After 
the first section was completely fin- 
ed, the second section of the silo 
was added. The upper sections of the 
silo were slightly smaller in diameter 
than the one immediately below. 
This permitted the sections to tele- 
scope one into the other as the sil- 
age settled. It is essential to have 
the ground on which the silo is erect-
